Public Comment in meetings discussed

WILMINGTON - On 
Monday, the Board of 


Selectmen met to discuss 
the Special Town Meeting 
Warrant, which addresses 
the plans to build a new high 
school. Town Manager 
Michael Caira said the town 
is focusing on a 25-year 
financing option for the 
project. 

Overall, the new high 
school. is expected to cost 
about $83.7 million. Caira 
said the town, if the project 
is approved by voters, would 


be expected to pay for about 
aes of the project through 


oo re expecting the town 
to pay the area of $43 mil- 
lion,” he said. MSBA is 
expected to pay for just over 
half the cost of the project. 

Wilmington still awaits the 
approval of. the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority, or the 
MSBA, for final numbers. 

Caira said the exact num- 
bers for various payments 
have not been fully formu- 
lated. They will, however, be 


available soon. 

“I will be able to report the 
exact numbers for the 
board—they’ll be ready for 
the finance committee,” he 
said. See TIMELINE 

Residents should note that 
the construction of the 


Wilmington Middle School ~ 


and the Public Safety 
Building were paid off in the 
last fiscal year, after just a 
ten-year period. 

The project is expected to 
expand into a small parcel 
of land currently owned by 
the First Baptist Church. 


The Church, though, has 
agreed to a sale. The school 
department has enjoyed 
many years of utilizing the 
parcel at the generosity of 
the church. 

Selectmen unanimously 
passed the warrant articles. 
The Board also discussed 
altering the public com- 
ments section. Selectman 
Michael Newhouse proposed

WILMINGTON - “Your 
generosity changes lives.” 
Those are the words of 
Rear Admiral Matthew L. 
Nathan, Chief of the Navy 
Medical Corps, who hand 
wrote them on an official 
recognition for Wilmington 
and Billerica-based charity 
iPods for Wounded Veterans. 
Just over a year old, iPods 
for Wounded Vets is making 
a big difference in the lives 
of veterans that come back 
to American soil not to their 
homes, but to hospital beds. 
The board members of this 
small charity meet the 
injured troops in their 
rooms, with their families, 


and bring them a little piece 
of technology that helps 
these heroes cope. 

iPods for Wounded Vets 
began a year ago Columbus 
Day. Now an official 501¢3 
organization, the charity 
has delivered over 250 iPods, 
5 iPads, and six Nook read- 
ers directly into the hands of 
wounded veterans. 

With the help of 
Representative Jim Miceli 
and his assistant, Nancy 
Cadigan, the board mem- 
bers have security clear- 
ances enabling them to meet 
the soldiers that receive the 
gifts they bring. For the 
members, its poignant, due 
to the significance of the 


injuries, and the fact that 
nearly every board member 
is a Vietnam vet. 

Board members cannot 
describe any of the specific 
wounds they’ve seen or peo- 
ple they’ve met due to 
HIPAA laws and security 
restrictions, but they speak 
movingly of their experi- 
ences. visiting injured 
troops. 

“To meet these kids is just 
amazing. It’s hard to see 
these young kids. We had 
injuries in Vietnam, and 
serious ones, but not like 
this,” said board member Ed 
Sullivan, now on oxygen 
therapy, who won’t let any-

The family of Wilmington 
resident, Ensign Ronald 
Dow Eaton, who serveg 
valiantly in the Uniteq 


States Navy during the 


Korean War, has grieved and 
remained without closure 
for almost 60 years, 
According to an official 
Department of the Navy 


was serving aboard the USS 
Bon Homme Richard, was 
reported killed in action on 
June 25, 1952. However, due 
to the location of his demise 
in enemy territory, the 
United States has not been 
allowed to recover the 
remains of the fall- 
en Eaton. 

Ensign Eaton's 
story appears in

“They absolutely love it,” 
said Cool, with an enthusi- 
asm for the project that 
shows.

When you need money for some- 
thing important, should you bor- 
row from your 401(k)? True, such 
loans are often available, and the 
interest rates are usually lower 
than lenders offer.

Second, should you lose 
your job or leave the company, 
you’d have to pay back the loan 
almost immediately or the loan 
turns into a withdtawal — taxed as 
income, plus a 10-percent penalty if 
you are under 59 1/2. 

There are exceptions, though, 
like a short-term disability or a 
real financial hardship — crushing 
and continuing medical bills, for 
instance. If the medical expenses 
exceed 7.5 percent of your adjusted 
gross income, it would be possible 
to make a withdrawal penalty-free 
equal to the amount that your med- 
ical expenses exceed the 7.5 per- 
cent floor. It would be taxable as 
regular income, however.

No room for attacks on 
individuals, volunteers 


Dear Editor: 

During the course of the 
next several weeks leading 
up to the special election on 
December 6th, there will be 
much public discussion and 
media coverage about the 
proposal for a new high 
school. That is the way that 
it should be. 

Unfortunately, however, a 
couple of individuals have 
already shown that they will 
say just about anything to 
advance their own personal 
viewpoints, without regard 
to either civility or the truth. 
Recently, one commentator 
has resorted to name calling 
and casting personal insults 
at the folks who serve on the 
town’s High School Building 
Committee (HSBC). Please 
allow me this opportunity to 
explain the composition and 
mission of this committee. 

At the direction of an over- 
whelming vote of 210 to 1 at 
the 2010 Annual Town 
Meeting, the HSBC was 
formed for the specific pur- 
pose of conducting a 
detailed feasibility study, 
and to navigate the public 
procurement process to 
secure Wilmington’s eligibil- 
ity for state reimbursement 
of approximately fifty per- 
cent of the eligible costs 
associated with the Town’s 
preferred alternative. In the 
summer of 2010, the 
Committee was formed in 
accordance with state man- 
dates, which for good reason 
require the inclusion of cer- 
tain town officials, such as 
the Chief Executive Officer 
(the Town Manager), the 
School Superintendent, a 
MCPPO certified represen- 
tative (in this case our 
Assistant Town Manager), 
and the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, to name a 
few. In addition to these 
legally mandated members, 
the town has enjoyed the 
able assistance of a diverse 


and qualified corps of com- 
munity volunteers. The 
background of these individ- 
uals include a public and 
private facilities engineer; 
an architect; a retired exec- 
utive assistant to a civil 
engineering firm; a com- 
mercial developer and gen- 
eral contractor; a private 
sector construction manag- 
er; and a retired corporate 
executive with vast experi- 
ence in public procurement 
contracts. 

Since that time, the 
Committee and its working 
groups have spent literally 
hundreds of hours and have 
held dozens of public meet- 
ings, evaluating the town’s 
educational and program- 
matic needs, interviewing 
and hiring various construc- 
tion, management and 
design professionals to rep- 
resent the town, and hosting 
public forums to determine 
the general public’s pre- 
ferred location and design 
alternatives. The result of 
this extraordinary effort is 
the plan that has been pre- 
sented for approval to the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority for final 
review this November. 

While this process has 
been anything but simple, 
my point is very simple. 
Regardless of whether one 
supports or opposes the 
project, voicing his or her 
opinion is an important part 
of the process, and it is one 
that the HSBC itself has 
encouraged and promoted 
since its inception. 
Furthermore, when it comes 
to forming an opinion about 
this important issue, beware 
of the angry commentator 
who offers little more than 
self-serving pot shots at 
hardworking individuals.

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Bridge Café is a stone’s 
throw away from Woodlawn 
- another really good reason 
to head in that direction. 
Getting lost in the crowd is 
probably the best way to be 
distracted from the cares 
and worries of everyday life. 
Boston, being one of the 
most congested cities in the 
country, is a great place to 
mingle, nameless, with 
strangers in the streets, 
while observing humanity. 
It’s impossible to think 
about yourself or dwell on 
the negative while “people 
watching” in a big city. 
Starting at Quincy Market, 
pushing my way through the 
hordes, I’m engrossed and 
amused at the sights and 
sounds of the masses. I like 
to grab a bite to eat and sit 
for a few minutes being 
entertained simply by 
watching the world go by. 
From there, my number one, 
not-so-secret hideout is just 
down Congress Street. Not a 
five minute walk away from 
the madness is. the George 
Angell Memorial Plaza. No

park is dedicated to George 
Angell, who in 1868 founded 
the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. The perimeter 
is lined with benches - a 
place to stop and pause and 
to read George Angell’s 
inspirational words and to 
think about how this one 
man made such far-reaching 
and monumental changes in 
the humane treatment of 
animals in our society. 

The first time I came 
across the Park at Post 
Office Square, quite by 
chance, I stopped short, 
turned around - looked 


around - and _ thought, 
“Where am I?” An oasis that 
seems to have been “insert- 
ed” right in the heart of the 
financial district feels some- 
how insulated from the den- 
sity of the tallest office 
buildings, the noise and 
busyness of the area. It’s as 
if you walked through an 
invisible glass wall into a 
hidden garden of peace and 
serenity, where you would 
least expect to find it. All of 
the ornamental trees are 
tall, with no low branches, 
so that filtered sun is able to 
shine in. The lawn is velvet 
green and the outer edges 
are planted with flowers. An 
impressive arborway runs 
almost the whole length of 
the park, supported by mar- 
ble columns. Wooden lattice 
across the top is covered 
with wisteria, and sturdy 
wooden benches between the 
columns run all along one 
side. The mood is restful and 
tranquil. At the far end of 
the park is Sip Café, a great 
little café serving fresh food, 
sweets and coffees from 
around the globe. A cup of 
strong coffee is the kick I 
need to convince myself to 
get moving. : 
If you ask me, the benefit 
of running away - oh, I 
mean getting away alone - 
are many. The most obvious 
is you don’t have to accom- 
modate anyone else. But 
beyond that, relying totally 
on yourself and being com- 
fortable acting alone, builds 
confidence. Spending time 
with yourself rejuvenates 
and restores the mind.

-Mid-fall has long meant 
one thing — not football, not 
Halloween, but hunting. 
Hunters of today think about 
heading up-country to bag a 
deer. But in earlier years, 
there were hunters who 
went out for grouse, right in 
Tewksbury. Such a hunter 
was William Harnden 
Foster. 

Foster was from an old 
Tewksbury family, and his

mother was a Harnden from 
Wilmington. Her father, 
Everell Harnden, moved to 
Tewksbury in the 1870’s, into 
the farmhouse at Shawsheen 
and Main streets, where the 
Oakdale Mall is today. 
Every fall, that farmhouse 
would be the meeting point 
for several bird hunters. 
“Seated in the heart of a 
grand upland game country, 
the old white homestead 
became a veritable sporting

Shawsheen Meadow 
maples,” Foster wrote in his 
book, New England Grouse 
Shooting. 

The upland game country 
he referred to was 
Tewksbury. Throughout his 
life, hunting remained his 
favorite sport. He inherited 
a 16-guage Parker shotgun 
from his grandfather 


Harnden, who called it “the 
little gun.” The gun was 
light and accurate, an excel- 
lent bird gun. Still in the 
family, that piece is consid- . 
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ered second only to Annie 
Oakley’s gun. 

Foster had the good for- 
tune to combine the activi- 
ties he loved into an occupa- 
tion. He was a professional 
illustrator who loved trains, 
cars, dogs and hunting. His 
father, Frank Mace Foster, 
was a railroad man, and 
William Harnden Foster 
loved trains. Growing up, he 
would always draw trains, 
and he did this so well that 
he was admitted to the 
Museum of Fine Arts School 
in Boston. Then he spent 
three years a a student of 
Howard Pyle. Another of 
Pyle’s students was N.C. 
Wyeth. He and Foster both 
became well-known illustra- 
tors. 

One hundred years ago, his 
work was being published in 
the top national magazines: 
Scribner’s, Harper’s, the 
Saturday Evening Post. 
Scribner’s sent him to illus- 
trate and report on the con- 
struction of the Panama 
Canal. He signed onto a cat- 
tle transport ship to do a 
story on it. It was a tough 
job. He was on the crew, 
headed for Europe, and he 
had to care for the cattle. 
Then he wrote a great story 
and illustrated it beautifully. 

Nothing, though, topped 
his love for hunting, fishing, 
guns and dogs. In 1923, he 
became editor of two sport- 
ing magazines, National 
Sportsman and Hunting & 
Fishing. The latter is now 
called Outdoors. He worked 
as editor for 12 years. 

He built a cabin in South 
Freeport, Maine. It was 1911, 
the same year that Leon 
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Leonwood Bean developed 
the Maine Hunting Shoe. 
The men became friends. 
When L.L. Bean issued its 
first catalog in 1925, it had a 
Foster illustration on the 
cover. It showed a hunter, in 
L.L. Bean gear, coming face 
to face with a moose. He 
subsequently did several 
other cover illustrations for 
the L.L. Bean catalog. 
Among his other accom- 
plishments, he developed 
skeet shooting into a popular 
sport. A friend, Charles E. 
Davies, had invented a game 
they called “Shooting 
around the clock,” shooting 
at clay pigeons. Henry 
Davies and Bill Foster took 
to the game, practicing in a 
field in Andover. After a 
neighbor built a chicken 
house nearby, they had bo 
modify the game, and the 
clock became a semi-circle. 
In 1926, he and Davies pre- 
sented the game in the 


44th Annual 


pages of the National 
Sportsman, offering a $100 
prize for a name for it. The 
winning entry was “skeet,” a 
Scandinavian word for 
shoot. Skeet shooting 
became a year-round sport 
and is now an Olympic 
event. In World War II, it 
was credited as a means of 
training soldiers to shoot at 
flying objects. 

He never knew of his con- 
tribution to the American 
effort in World War II, how- 
ever. William Harnden 
Foster died about five weeks 
before Pearl Harbor, on Oct. 
31, 1941, while attending the 
New England Bird Dog tri- 
als in Connecticut. 

His beautifully illustrated 
book, New England Grouse 
Shooting, was published 
about two months after his 
death. It is a classic, with 
some illustrations of hunting 
in Tewksbury a century ago.

“Priest” Raynolds was — 
Wilmington’s third minister 


by Larz F. Neilson 
“It was during the pastor- 
ship of Rev. Freegrace 
Raynolds that the Church of 
Christ built a new church 
and tore down the old one. 
The year was 1813. 

' The town had outgrown 
the original church. 

* Rev. Raynolds was only its 
third minister of the church. 
Today it is known as the 
Wilmington Congregational 
Church. The first minister, 
Rev. James Varney, resigned 
after only a_ half-dozen 
years, with health problems. 
He was succeeded by Rev. 
Isaac Morrill, who served 
for 52 years. 

Rev. Freegrace Raynolds 
‘was called to Wilmington in 
1794, and he remained here 
for 35 years. He was a grad- 
uate of Yale College in the 
class of 1787. He had served 
in several churches in 
Massachusetts and 
Vermont, and was the first 
teacher at Deerfield 
Academy. 

Somehow he acquired the 

nickname “Priest,” unusual 
for a Protestant clergyman. 
.. Rev. Raynolds was born in 
Somers, Connecticut on Jan 
26, 1767. His father was Dr. 
Samuel Raynolds, a_ physi- 
eian who had a practice in 
Longmeadow. 
« He was a bachelor when he 
arrived in town. On Oct. 29, 
1797, he married Nancy 
Brown. Her father, Dr. Jabez 
Brown and his wife Anna 
lived in Hardscrabble, in 
North Wilmington, begin- 
ning about 1770. During the 
American Revolution, Dr. 
Brown was the only doctor 
in Wilmington. He died in 
1830 at age 88. She was 74 
when she died in 1823. 

.Hardserabble is the old 
name for the area where 
High Street is today.

From 1818 to 1830, there 
were two doctors in North 
Wilmington, both named 
Brown. The other was Dr. 
Silas Brown, who bought the 
Harnden Tavern in 1818. The 
men were not related. 

The Raynolds lived at 
Buck’s Corner, on Woburn 
Street at the end of 
Wildwood Street. They had 
eight children, Nancy, 1799, 
Joseph, 1800, Mary, 1802, 
Jabez, 1806, Samuel, 1809, 
Levi, 1811, Martha, 1815, and 
John, 1819. 

Rev. Raynolds was an early 
advocate of working with 
young people, and was the 
first teacher at Deerfield 
Academy. He also advocated 
strongly for foreign mis- 
sions. 

Anna Brown was a very 
faithful attendee of the 
church in which her son-in- 
law ‘preached. In her later 
years, she became hard of 
hearing. She had an “ear 
trumpet” fashioned as a 
hearing aid. She had a spe- 
cial trumpet for use in 
church. It was delicately 
fashioned, and reached up 
six feet. 

In the church built in 1813, 
pulpit was some six feet 
above the pews. When the 
minister was preaching, he 
was at least six feet higher 
than those who listened. 

Mrs. Brown sat in the front 
pew and watched her son-in- 
law as he preached. She 
wanted the horn of that 
trumpet to be directly before 
him as he preached. But 
“Priest” Reynolds, from 
time to time, would stride 
back and forth in the pulpit 
as he delivered his message. 

Mrs. Brown, sitting almost 
directly beneath him, would 
then sway back and forth as 
he paced. Anna Brown died 
in 1823 at age 74. Dr. Brown 
died in 1830.

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Rev. Freegrace Raynolds, also known as "Priest" Raynolds, lived in this house at the end of Wildwood Street. This 


Wilmington in 1829 or 1830. 
Two years later, he became 
minister of the 
Congregational Church in 
Leverett, Mass. In 1836, he 


was seriously injured in a | 


fall, and his voice failed. He 
left Leverett in 1837 and 
returned to Wilmington, 
where he lived in retire- 
ment. He died on Dec. 6, 
1854. Nancy Raynolds died 
six months later, on June 25, 
1855. 

Their son Joseph became a 
physician. Dr. Reynolds was 
born at Wilmington Aug. 2, 
1800. He attended Phillips 
Andover and_ entered 
Harvard in 1820, but did not 
graduate in arts. In 1825, he 
became a pupil of Dr. James 
P. Chaplin of Cambridge, 
distinguished for his success 
in the treatment of insane 
persons. 

In 1826, Reynolds received 
the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine, and in 1827, he 
became house physician to 
the Mass. General. He later 
moved to Concord, N.H. and 
later to Gloucester. In 
Gloucester, he wrote a book, 
“Peter Gott, the Cape Ann 
Fisherman,” telling of the 
hard life of an ocean-going 
fisherman. 

The church built during 
Rev. Raynold’s tenure stood 
on the present site of the 
Congregational Church, not 
quite as large as the present 
church. It burned down in 
1864. The earlier church, 
torn down in 1813, stood to 
the right of its replacement.

from Wilmington, Mass or 
Billerica.,” said Cardello. 
“When they get the iPod, and 
you are looking at someone 
without any legs, the iPod 
brings a smile to their face.” 

The charity brings iPod 
Shuffles to the soldiers. The 
Shuffle is the only one with a 
clip, so it easily attaches to a 
hospital johnny and holds 
300 songs. With headphones 
it does not bother other 
patients and it can be 
recharged at night. 

Of the five board members, 
four are Vietnam veterans. 

“The main reason we are 
doing this is because we 
don’t want these troops to be 
treated the way we were 
when we came back,” said 
iPods for Wounded Vets 
founder, Paul Cardello. “We 
are determined not to let 
that happen. We want the 
troops to know that we 
appreciate all they have 
done for us.” 

“We have 26 volunteers. 
There is no one taking a 
salary here. It is all volun- 
tary service,” Cardello adds. 
Volunteers also come from 
the Teamsters, the 
Wilmington and Billerica 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
(VFW), and the Women’s 
unit out of 
Billerica. Board members 
include Cardello, the Chair, 
and Sullivan mentioned 
above, along with Joe 
Suffante, a Teamster liaison 
officer, Wayne Fox, from 


Teamsters local 25 of 
Boston, and John Parker, the 
Post-Commander of 
Solomon post #8819. 


The group is planning its 


fifth trip in 14 months to 
Washington, DC in early 
December, this time not only 
to the amputee section of 
Walter Reed National 
Military Medical Center 
Bethesda but also to Fort 
Belvoir Community Hospital 
to visit its state-of-the-art 
traumatic brain injury unit. 
Once again, they plan to 
take down a trove of 100 
iPods but they need more 
iPads and e-readers. 

Organizers also always 
take a case or two of fresh, 
new magazines donated by 
another corporate sponsor, 
Hudson News, of Worcester, 
Massachusetts. The publish- 
er is sending the group down 
with thousands of dollars 
worth of magazines for their 
next trip, including cross- 
word puzzles, Popular 
Mechanics, and Time, more 
than 400 for each hospital. 

“Basically, each hospital 
section needs an iPad,” 
Cardello told the Crier. The 
benefit of the iPods and e- 
readers is that even if a sol- 
der suffers from injuries 
that limit fine motor skills, 
such as a few missing fin- 
gers or an arm, these 
devices are still easy to use 
and can become powerful 
technology for these men 
and women. 

In November, iPods for 
Wounded Veterans will be 
the Carstar charity of the 
month. A national organiza- 
tion, with more than 400 
dealers across the United 
States and Canada, the char- 
ity came to Carstar’s atten- 
tion through the recognition 
of Jim Marshall, owner of 
Marshall’s Auto Body 
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Bruins tickets raffle at 
WHS football game 


Carstar on the Wilmington 
line in Billerica. Marshall’s 
Auto Body is already one of 
many corporate sponsors of 
the group, recently donating 
an iPad. 

“Without these volunteers, 
none of this would happen,” 
said Sullivan. 

Earlier this month the 
group traveled with 48 peo- 
ple to see the monuments 
and museums in Washington 
D.C. and completed their 
fourth trip to the area. The 
group included a number of 
veterans from across the 
Merrimack Valley, as well as 
non-military, but only chari- 
ty board members were able 
to visit the new Walter Reed 
in Bethesda. 

Organizers also visited the 
West Roxbury VA Hospital’s 
Spinal Cord Unit, bringing 
them 45 iPods, 1 Nook read- 
er, 1 iPad, 200 magazines, 
and twenty pizzas from the 
Wilmington House of Pizza.

the Department of State, the 
U.S. Pacific Command and 
the United Nations 
Command-Korea. 

The parties agreed that 
U.S. teams could work in 
two areas in North Korea.

where more than 2,000 sol- 
diers and Marines are 
believed to be missing. 

The United States suspend- 
ed recovery maneuvers for 
MIAs in North Korea in 2005 
due to increased tensions on 
the Korean Peninsula but 
they are expected to begin 
again next year. The negoti- 
ating teams outlined details 
for recovery missions and 
issued strict guidelines to 
ensure the safety of remains 
recovery teams operating in 
the DPRK (Democratic 
People's Republic of Korea). 


According to the 
Department of Defense 
press release, accounting for 
Americans missing in action 
is a stand-alone humanitari- 
an matter, not tied to any 
other issue between the two 
countries and noted that 
prior to that time, U.S. spe- 
cialists from the Joint 
POW/MIA Accounting 
Command conducted opera- 
tions in that country for 10 
years, recovering remains 
believed to be more than 295 
servicemen since 1996. 
According to their records, 
of the approximately 83,000 
Americans missing from all] 
conflicts, more than 7,900 
are from the Korean War 
with 5,500 of those believed 
to be missing in the DPRK. 

Eaton graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 
1947 and was the only 
Wilmington resident listeg 
as missing in action durin, 
the Korean War. Eaton is 
also the only deceased sip- 


ling from a family of nine. 
Family members include sis- 
ters, Joyce Dalton of

(Eaton) Richard of 
Wilmington, and Eva 
(Eaton) Brown of Stoneham, 
as well as brothers, Forrest 
Eaton and Wayne Eaton 
both of Harwich, MA, 
Bernard Eaton from Maine, 
and Everard Eaton from 
New Jersey. 

A monument stands at the 
corner of Main Street and 
Glen Road in Wilmington 
dedicated to Ensign Ronald 
D. Eaton. Even after fifty- 
nine years, Eaton's family 
still loves, honors and yearns 
for their beloved soldier and 
seeks closure on 42 night- 
mare that haunts not only 
his family but countless 
other families of missing 
servicemen and women 
from as far back as the 
Korean War.

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Football team holds off

STONEHAM - Heading 
into last Friday night’s 
game with Middlesex 


League Small School rival 
Stoneham, the Wilmington 
High Football team was rid- 
ing a three game losing 
streak and looking for some 
kind of spark to get them 
back in the win column.

“We had some kids out and 
we had some kids who 
stepped up where we needed 
them,” Wilmington coach 
Mike Barry said. “I would 
have liked to have seen us 
finish a little better, but 
overall I am very proud of 
what the kids did tonight.” 

Parsons big night started 
almost immediately for the 
Wildcats. After forcing a 
Stoneham punt on their 
opening possession the 
Wildcats took over on their 
on 17 yard line. They 
advanced to their own 40 
yard line, but the drive 
appeared to stall when they 
were faced with fourth and 
two from that point. 

But Parsons, who ran for 
171 yards in the first half 
alone, was not to be deterred 
as he broke through the 
stacked Stoneham line and 
then raced untouched down 
the left sideline for a 60-yard 
touchdown run with 4:39 left 
in the first quarter. The 
runs capped and 83 yard 
drive, 78 of which were 
picked up by Parsons and 
the Wildcats had a 7-0 lead 
after James O’Regan’s extra 
point. 

Wilmington’s next drive 
was equally impressive, if a 
lot more methodical. After 
holding Stoneham to a three 


over on their own 25 yard 
line and proceeded to go on 
an 11 play, 75 yard rive to 
extend their lead to 14-0 
when Parsons ran up the 
middle for a touchdown 
from four yards out with 9:07 
left in the half. 

Parsons had runs of nine 
and 22 yards on the drive 
while senior quarterback 
Matt Ferreira (12 rushes, 67 
yards) had a key 11 yard 
gain to pick up a first down 
early in the drive. 

Defensively the Wildcats

STONEHAM - In years past 
it would have been a game 
that had Bob Almeida walk- 
ing off the field beaming 
with pride. The Wilmington 
High band was playing a 
rousing rendition of “Hey, 
Baby,” and the Wildcats 
players were singing the 
school fight song. 

The Wilmington High 
Football team had just 
secured an important 20-14 
Middlesex League small 
school victory over 
Stoneham to bring them 
back to .500 for the season, 
and they had executed the 
coach’s game plan to near 
perfection in doing so. 

From 1996-2007 Almeida 
had led the Wildcats to many 
such victories ad many such 
celebrations as head coach, 
compiling a 103-29-1 record 
while winning five league 
titles before leaving to take 
over the head coaching 
reigns at Malden Catholic. 

After resigning his position 
last year at Malden Catholic, 
Almeida is now the offensive 
coordinator for Stoneham 
High and head coach Dave 
Pignone as they attempt to 
rebuild a program that had 
lost 31 games in a row head- 
ing into the season. 
Progress has already been 
made on that front, as the 
Spartans won their opening 
game of the season against 
Whittier Tech and have post- 
ed a 2-5 record to this point.

upon his resignation. 

Barry has gone on to have 
three very successful sea- 
sons since taking over for 
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Almeida, an no one could be 
any happier than Almeida «.: 
except on Friday night.  -* 

“Mike’s a good friend arid 
he is a_ great coach,” 
Almeida said. “But for 44 
minutes we knew we were 
going to do battle. He has 
done a great job over there 
and I know he will continue 
to be successful.” Ta 

Barry’s comments on his 
former mentor, in a separate 
conversation were remark- 
ably similar to Almeida’s, 
reflecting the pair’s 
immense respect for each 
other. 

“Bob’s a good friend. I 
learned a lot from him,” 
Barry said. “He expects us 
to do all we can to win and 
we expect the same from 
him.

If you liked the first two 
"Paranormal Activity" 
movies, good news - 
‘Paranaormal Activity 3” is 
more of the same, using 


found-footage tricks to 
shock the audience. And 
shock you, they will. 


The third movie in the 
franchise may seem a bit 
unnecessary at times (if you 
haven’t seen the first two, 
this won’t be an issue, and 
you don’t need to have seen 
the previous installments to 
enjoy this one), but it's got 
enough genuinely scary 
moments to keep audiences 
on edge throughout (espe- 
cially as you get toward the 
end). 

The film includes brief 
cameos by Katie 
Featherston and Sprague 
Grayden, reprising their 
roles as Katie and Kristi, 
telling the audience mem- 
bers who have seen the first 
two films that this is a pre- 
quel to a prequel.

After what 
appears to be a break-in the 
tapes go missing. 

The story then goes back 
to 1988, when the tapes 
where made. Katie and 
Kristi are little girls (Chloe 
Csengery and Jessica Tyler 
Brown, respectively), living 
in a new place with their 


mother Julie (Lauren 
Bittner) and her boyfriend 
Dennis (Christopher 


Nicholas Smith). Dennis is 
a videographer, so when 
things start going bump in 
the night (and day) around 
the house, he has the cam- 
eras and VCR tapes to try to 
figure out what's going on. 

Like its predecessors, the 
movie is more clever than 
good, and if you feel as if 
you're being manipulated 
by the filmmakers, it's 
because you are. That's the 
fun of these movies, some- 
thing you know going in. 
The point is to manipulate 
you in the scariest way pos- 
sible, and "Paranormal 
Activity 3" does a good job 
of that.

Paleontologist ~ Kate 
Lloyd (Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead) has traveled to 
the desolate region for the 
expedition of her lifetime. 
Joining a Norwegian scien- 
tific team that has stumbled 
across an extraterrestrial 
ship buried in the ice, she 
discovers an organism that 
seems to have died in the 
crash eons ago. But it is 
about to wake up. 

When a simple experi- 
ment frees the alien from its 
frozen prison, Kate must 
join the crew's pilot, Carter 
(Joel Edgerton), to keep it 
from killing them off one at 
a time. And in this vast, 
intense land, a parasite that 
can mimic anything it 
touches will pit human 
against human as it tries to 
survive and flourish. 

In the opening sequence 
of Carpenter’s “The Thing,” 
an American research team 
stationed in Antarctica is 
interrupted by a pair of hel- 
icopters with Norwegian 
men in them who are franti- 
cally attempting to kill a 
malamute that is running 
through the snowy terrain. 

Trying to make sense of 
the situation, Kurt Russell’s 
R.J. MacReady and 
Richard Dysart’s Dr.

Murder 
suspect 
back in 
court 


WINCHESTER - The man 

accused of murdering his 
wife, two children and mother- 
in-law was back in court this 
morning, as his defense attor- 
ney looks to suppress evidence 
found at the scene. 
_ _ Denise Regan, attorney for 
accused murderer Thomas 
Mortimer IV, told a judge that 
since police and fire entered 
his Windsong Lane home with- 
out.a warrant, evidence gath- 
ered at the crime scene should 
be thrown out. 

“The Commonwealth failed 
to establish that the firefight- 
ers made reasonable entry 
into the home under the emer- 
gency care exception,” Regan 
argued. 

She felt emergency person- 
nel should have only entered 
based on what they knew, not 
what Mortimer’s sister-in-law, 
Debra Stone Sochat, told 
them. Sochat took the stand 
last month and testified that 
she called for help as she 
couldn’t access the home and 
was worried about her mother, 
Ellen Ragna Stone. 

That’s when personnel 
arrived and entered the home, 
something Assistant District 
Attorney Adrienne Lynch felt 
they had every right to do. 

She said, “It would contra- 
dict the response of an emer- 
gency if they were to do a full 
investigation before entering 
the home.” 

Prior to the arrival of 
police and fire, a neighbor 
made a 91-1 call where he 
described seeing blood on the 
wall. That call, Lynch said, 
was enough justification for 
emergency personnel to enter 
the home without a warrant. 

Judge Julia Kern told the 
attorneys she would continue 
the hearing until Jan. 13 when 
she would then make her deci- 
sion. However, she did admit 
to be leaning toward the pros- 
ecution’s argument. 

“It’s clear, in this case, that 
the purpose in entering the 
home was not to gather evi- 
dence for a criminal activity,” 
the judge said.

Her parents were so devas- 
tated that they sold the land to 
Stoneham which built the high 
school there. Lucy’s gravesite 
is approximately where the 
auditorium is and she suppos- 
edly haunts it. : 

In Tewksbury, ‘there is a 
ghost at the East Street 
Cemetery who walks around 
the part of the cemetery clos- 
est to town. In addition, deep 
in the cemetery, there is a 
creature with dark, leathery 
skin who follows people 
around as they walk through 
the cemetery. 

In Wakefield, a young boy 
reportedly locked himself in 
the basement of the Galvin 
Middle School. While sitting 
in a chair in the center of the 
room, he allegedly took his 
own life. People say that 
those who go into the base- 
ment at night can see the 
chair in the center of the room 
and hear the boy whisper, 
“Get out.” 

In Winchester, about 50 
years ago, there were some 
teens hanging out at Stone 
Wall Park. A murderer 
reportedly passed by and 
killed one of the teens. His or 
her screams can reportedly be 
heard at night. 

In Woburn, two Native 
American ghosts can be seen 
traveling through old parts ‘of 
Horn Pond trying to keep péo- 
ple off their land. :

Mass. home sales climb in September 


WALTHAM, Mass. (AP) — Sales of single-family homes in 
Massachusetts were up in September, the third straight month 
of increased sales when compared to the year-ago month. 

The Massachusetts Association of Realtors reported Tuesday 
that sales of single-family homes jumped nearly 10 percent last 
month when compared to September 2010. 

The Boston-based Warren Group, which tracks the state's 
real estate market, reported a 7 percent increase. 

The boost was credited to historically low interest rates. 


The two organizations use slightly different figures to make 
their calculations. 

The Realtors group reported a nearly 2 percent increase in 
the median sales price to almost $295,000. The Warren Group 
said median prices were up slightly. 

Condominium prices were also up, but while the Realtors 
association said condo sales increased, the warren group 
reported they were down. 


Low mortgage rates elude 'underwater' homeowners 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Today's record-low mortgage rates 
are out of reach for millions of U.S. homeowners who would 
benefit from them most. 

One in four homeowners with a mortgage — 11 million peo- 
ple — owe more than their home is worth. These "underwater" 
borrowers have virtually no shot at refinancing. 

Their plight is a drag on the housing market and the broad- 
er economy. ; 

The Obama administration is hoping at least 1 million of 
these borrowers will take advantage of its refinancing program 
under more lenient rules unveiled Monday. Homeowners who 


are current on their payments will be eligible to refinance no 
matter how much their home's value has dropped. 

Still, it's unclear how many borrowers will benefit. Lenders 
will remain under no obligation to refinance a mortgage they 
hold. 

A growing number of these people are missing mortgage 
payments and falling into foreclosure. And the higher rates 
they're locked into limit how much they can contribute to a 
weak economy. If they were able to refinance at today's rates, it 
could boost consumer spending by tens of billions of dollars, 
economists say.
